On Tuesday morning (7-14-70) Mrs, Mc- 
Lucas arrived from Fayetteville North Caro- 
fina lo be there awhen her revolutionary son 
faced the fascist Judge Mulvey, Her re- 
marks after the court adjourned were, “those 
JuTOFS are nol necessary, the judge has 
already decided Lonnie's case,** Anvbady 
observing Ute trial can readily see that the 
court scene is a direct contradiction to what 
a fatr trial is Supposed lo he about as de- 
fined by the Constitution of the United Slates, 
Bul then for Black people, there is no such 
thing as Constitulional rights, Lonnie faced 
Judge Mulvey on Tuesday alons with 9 While 
jurors and 3 Black ones, none of whom are 
his peers, The judge still continues to hold 
court m a reom which somelimes seats 
only 25 people. Most of those who enter 
the courtroom are While, The pigs have de- 
vised a plan in which as. soon as the courl 
session is oi you lave to get rigiit in line 
and wait 2 to 3 hours before the next cour! 
Session resumes, 

Last weeks trial included testimony from 
the pigs who supposedly found the body of 
Alex Rackley, The pig coroner brought in 
pictures of the body which noone knewaboul, 
not even the defense, Loretta Lubes who wes 
arrested along will the New Haven 9, and 
turned states evidence, also testified, She 
Said iat she hoped that her lestimony would

One pig wiw testified said thal they had 
found a note in Rackley'’s pocket, which the 
state said is from Ericka Huggins and Bobby 
Seale abou a bomb threat in Oregon, Tie 
nole was supposedly to have been under water 
for several hours, but the ink was nol 
smzared, No more information was given 
about the noele. Tie same zig also said tat 
six days after le body was found he and 
another pig went back to the place where 
the body was found to look for more evi- 
dence, He also said they searched and dug 
up the earth, he said they used a pump to 
pump the water from the river to go under 
the earth to shift it, The defense objected 
because after six days they could have 
found anything from the river witit the pump, 

He was then overruled, the pig continued 
to testify that he found a .45 cartridge 
and a bullet shell, He also took 7 or 8 
cartons of evidence to Washington, but no- 
thing was said about the results.

5. We want education for our people that exposes the true nature of this 
decadent American society, We want education that teaches us our true 
history and our role in the present-day society. 


We believe in an educational system that will give to our people a know!l- 
edge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and his position 
in society and the world, then he has little chance to relate to anything 
else 


6. We want all black men to be exempt from military service. 


We believe that Black people should not be forced to fight in the mifi- 
tary service to defend a racist government that does not protect us. We 
will not fight and kill other people of color in the world who, like black 
people, are being victimized by the white racist government of America 
We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the racist police 
and the racist military, by Whatever means necessary 


7. We wanl an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY and MURDER 
of black people, 


We believe we can end police brutality in our black community by or- 
ganizin black self-defense proups thal are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second

A peer 
is @ person from a similar economic, social, religious, geographical, en- 
vironmental, historical and racial background. To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from (the black community from which the black 
defendant came We have been, and are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the “average reasoning man” of the black 
Community 


10. We want land, bread, housing, education, clothing, justice and peace. 
And as our major political objective, a United Nations-supervised plebis- 
cite to be held throughout the black colony in which only black colonial 
subjects will be allowed to participate, for the purpose of determining the 
will of black people as to their national destiny. 


When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
peaple to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume. among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and naturg's God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal: 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights: 
thal among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. That, to 
secure these rights, governments are instituted among men, deriving thelr 
just powers from the consent of the governed; that, whenever any form of 
government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of the people 
to alter or to abolish if, and to institale a new government, laying its 
foundation on such principles, and organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. f’ru- 
dence, indeed, will dictate [hat governments long established should not 
be changed for light and transient causes; and_ accordingly, all experience 
hath shown, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are 
slifferahle, than to right thembelves by abolishingthe forms lo.which they 
are accustomed Bul, when @ long train of abuses and WSurpalions, pur- 
suing invariably the same object, evinees a design to reduce them under ab- 
solute despotism. it lx their right, it is their duty, to throw off such govern. 
mint, aml to provide new guards for their fulure security,
